Espnm Mjt : Sr«Kt Saaday. or prior 

to that day, circulars will be placed in 
the bauds of all the bitominoas miners 
in the United States, calling them oat 
on a strike. It it eatimated that 250,- 
000 men will be inrolred. Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinoii and parts 
of 2West Virgixiia and Kentnokj, will 
oontrilmte to the moiTement. The 
strile is to enforce the Colnmbnn scale 
ql 99 cents per ton for Pennsylvania, 00 
oente for Ohio, 00 oenti for Indiana and 
66 cents for Illinois. 

When the Colnmbas scale was adopt- 
ed it was not thought advisable to at- 
tempt its enforcement. A committee 
was then appointed to take in hand the 
matter of a strike and to order one as 
soon as such ia coarse seemed opportane. 
This oommittee hM decided that the 
time has come to act.

CmcAOO, July 2.— W. D. Ryan, Bec- 
retary of the United Mine Workers of 
Illinois, has written an open letter to 
United States Senator Mason, in which 
he says : 

"The stand taken by yon in behalf of 
the patriots in Cuba deserves the com- 
meudation of all liberty-loving' people, 
bat let me call your uttoutiun to the 
condition of 40,000 of your constituents 
—the coal miners of Illinois. The in- 
sane competition inaugurated by the 
(mmI operators has brought about a con- 
dition of sofferiug and destitution 
which was never equalled. We have 
been forced to accept redaction after re- 
duction until the price now paid is so 
low that miners can not earn an aver- 
age of 76 cents a day, and the mines 
work only half time. Taking an aver- 
age of |1 a day and three days' work a 
week, a miner earns $12 a month. WiA 
a faokily of five— a fair aTerage— the 
wife has less than 8 cents for a neal. to 
say noUdnf of olothe«. rent, etc 

"Idonhfif any more Utds have been 
lost in Onha since the insurrection com- 
menced than in the mines of Illinois 
during the same time ; and I am certain 
there are no mere women and children 
hnngiyto OqJbajtt preKnt thm among 



the families or the 'miners of lUinois. 
Do something to put the idle miners of 
Illinois to work at a fi^r rate of wages 
and I will guarantee that every miner 
in Illinois will oontribate at least one 
day's wages every month for the bene- 
fit of the down-trodden people of 
Cuba." 

ATTACKED BY STRIKERS. 



Nonunion Men Railly Heaten on Their

who had filled strikers' places in the 
works of the Iroquois Furnace oompany 
at .flouth Chicago, were attacked by a 
crowd of men and boys yesterday even- 
ing while leaving the works for their 
homes. Several were kutx^ked down 
and severely beaten and others were in- 
jured by stones thrown by the strikers.

LoNnox, July 3.— A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Braila, the principal 
leaport of Roumania, says that 20,000 

Inhabitants of Oalats, in Maldavi, on 
the left bank of the Danube, between 
the confluences of the Sereth and Pruth 
with that river, are homeless as a result 
of the recent floods. Most of them are 
destitute also and camping in the 
streets, where th«y are fed by the mili- 
tary. 

The Roumanian gunboats are bus^ 
rescuing families still in danger. It is 
esimatel that no fewer than 100 persons 
have been drowned, though the author- 
Mm are reticent on the subject from 
fear of oensure for their failure to adopt 
preoantlons earlier, whioh nighl have 
nitigated the disaster.

General Weyler Ii Afraid of Crrntliig

nltely Condition of the PrlinniT* -Oth- 
er Newi Relating to the Cuban War. 

Nbw Tmk. July 2.— A dispatch from 
Havana says: The trial of the Com- 
petitor crew did not take place yester- 
day. It may not take place for sevt ral 
months yet, unless the United i^tates 
government presses the matter. 

The authorities here hesitate to l)ring 
the men to trial for diplomatic reasons. 
They realise the fact that if the laws of 
Spain mean anything and are not to be 
brought into disrepute, the sentence of 
the Competitor filibusters must be a se- 
vere one. On the other h;iiid, Spain 
does not desire to aggravate any hostile 
feeling that may already exist in the 
United States against her. 

It was just about the middle of Jane 
that Consul General Lee, by direction 
of his government, pressed for an early 
trial. He pointed out tliat a lon^,' delay 
had already taken place and declan d it 
unjust. To the consul's letter, Gem rnl 
Weyler sent a most indefinite reply. H<> 
began by excusing the past delay on the 
ground that the proceedings on the part 
of the pro.seoution had consumed mncli 
time, and now, he said, the lawyer who 
had been assigned to the jnisoners had 
been given until the end of July to pre- 
pare his defense. In conclusion. Gen- 
eral Weyler stated that it was "impos- 
bible to say when the trial woald be 
brought on." This means that it has 
been thought best to delay the trial in- 
definitely. 

In the meantime tlie Competitor crew 
are languishing in prison. Some of 
them can not stand confinement much 
longer. Thev are not treated badly, so 
far as Spanish treatment of prisoners in 
Cuba goes. Americans can not realize 
what confinement in Cabanas during 
these hot months means. When Mel- 
ton, for example, was taken prisoner. 
Ik was a remarkably fine specimen of 
man. Today he is broken down beyond 
recovery. His shoulders are bowed 
and his frame is wa.sted to skin and 
bone. 

Disease among Spanish troojis in San- 
tiago (ie C'ul)a has been so si vere that 
wln n (ieneral Weyler ordered tlie move 
into ttie interior against the rebels, the 
only soldiers available were convales- 
cent. Out of the thousand men in the 
Veifara battalion in Pinar del Hio. near- 
ly 7(K) have been rendered unlit for 
serviee by malaria and dysentery.

HAVANA DIS PATCHES. 

Ifaalsh Iioaa but Few Men Comparad to 
the Number Thajr Killed. 

Havana, July 2.— During the last 

10 days it is officially announced, there 
have been numerous skirmishes be- 
tween the Spanish troops and the in- 
surgents. In the province of Puerto 
Principe the insurgents are said to have 
lost six killed ; in the province of Santa 
Clara they are reported to have loet 29 
men kilh d ; in the province of Matanzas 
they are alleged to have lost Iti men 
killed ; in the province of Ihivana the 
authorities claim the insurgents lost 89 
men killed, and the Spaniards assert 
that the insurgents lost 101 nu n killed 
in the province of Pinar del Kio, and 
that, in addition, the government forces 
captured II pri.soners and 100 rities. 
Finally, it is stated officially, that 54 
armed insurgents have sarrendered to 
theSpaniords Mrithin the last lOdays and 
that 66 unarmed insurgents have given 
themselves up to the local Simnish an- 
thorites during the same period. Dar- 
ing these operations, the official report 
concluded, the Spanish troops have lost 
three officers and 49 soldiers killed and 
have had fiv3 oiBoers and 77 soldiers 
wounded.

DIFFERENT FRO M WE YLER'S REPORT. 

New York Herald Hears From Ila Matan- 
saa Correepondeiit. 

New Yoke, July 2.— The Herald cor- 
respondent in Matanzas rei)orts a fierce 
engagement on Saturday last between 
Spanish troops and a large body of in- 
surgents. Between 60 and 70 Spaniards 
were killed and wounded. The rebel 
loss is not known. (W-neral Molina, 
who was near by with a eolunin of 
men, went to the assistance of the 
Spanish and was badly wounded during 
the engagement. 

There are in the vicinity of Matmias 
2,200 insurgents, well armed and 



he rebel leader Guaracha oaptnred 
and killed two Spanish spies near the 
dtv limits of Mahwsas on Sunday last.

Oatloak Contlanet Favorable PoV 
leat VIeld of Cereale. 

WASHiNaTON, July 2.— The weekly 
climate and crop bulletin of the United 
States weather bureau, just issued, 

speaks very favorably of crop condi- 
tions throughout the «ntire country. 
The week was wariiier than usaal iu 
the southern states, while it was cooler 
than usual in the northern states. The 
week was generally drier than usual, 
except in a few sections where the rain- 
fall was excessive. The Ohio valley is 
included in the very dry district. The 
week has, on the whole, been favorable 
for the growth and cultivation of crops, 
and harvesting of grain. Local storms 
have caused injury to crops in some 
portions of the country ; winter wheat 
narvest continues under generally fa- 
vorable Conditions ; crop is maturing 
rapidly. Spring wheat has generally 
made rapid progress.

PROTECTING PRISONERS. 

Four roiiipanlei of Kentucky State <iunnU 
Are Now on Duty. 

LuL'i.sviLi B, July 8.— Four companies 
of the Kentucky state guard, compris- 
ing about 500 men. are now under arms 
and on active duty protecting two 
negroes from anticipated niotj vio- 
lence, Cireen Dinning, charged with 
murder at Franklin, Simpson county, 
and Tol Stone, charged with attempted 
assault at Glasgow. 

Stone was ti^en from the Bowling 
G^n Jail yesterday and was accom- 
panied by 120 soldiers to the scene of 
his crime, Glasgow. He is charged with 
attempting to assault Miss Jones, a 
teacher in Liberty college, several 
months ago, and was taken to Bowling 
Green for safekeeping. He fears tiiat 
he will be lynched, notwithstanding the 
soldiers. 

Dinning at Franklin is being guarded 
night and day by nearhr 800 soldiers to 
prevent the nrmers of Logan and Simp- 
son counties from lynching him for kill- 
ing Jodie Conn, who was one of a 
crowd of raiders who attacked the ne- 
gro in his home one night for the pur- 
pose of frightening him from the 
county. 

RUSSIA'S FIRST CENSUS. 

Tha Great White Caar at St. Petereburr 

Ku\f l-4!l,nOO,000 IVoplp. 

Wa.<;hi.notos, July 2.— For the first 
time in history a general census has 
been taken of the population of the 
Russian empire, ' which is shown to 
number 129,211,118. of which total 64,- 
616,280 are males and 64,d»4,8:{8 fe- 
males. 

United States C'onsul (itjneral Karel 
at St. Petersburg, who transmits the 
figures to the state department, suys 
they show that in 45 years the popafa- 
tioii of Knssia has doablM and during 
the last 12 years it has increased 20 per 
cent. To take this census the Russian 
government employed an army of 150,- 
000 persons and its completion in three 
months is regarded as a great achieve- 
ment, in view of the vast expanse of 
territory to be covered and the illiteracy 
of the population.

COHHON PLEAS COURT DECISION. 



A Omntr Caa Not Be Held Reeponalble 
For the Action of a .Mub -lloreethler 
Rurreiideri Himnelf — .In Aeronaut In- 
Jarad— Oas Uupplf Skat Off— Otbar Ohio 
Stata News. 

Clkyki-.^nd. Jnly '.*. — The ^^n itli lynch 
law permitting persons to collect from 
the county damages on account of in- 
juries sustained at the hands of a mob 
was declared unconstitutional by Judge 
Disset in common pleas court yesterday. 

J. W. Caldwell, Owen Murphy and 
George Plumb were injured during the 
Brown Hoist strike la^t summer. They 
filed suits against the county to collect 
damages. County Solicitor Kaiser hied 
a demurrer and the cases were thrown 
oat of court on the grounds that the 
law sought to aathori7.e a tax to pay 
judgments obtained by victinio of mob 
violence. Sach a tax would be levied 
for r)rivate purposes, hence unconstitU" 
tional. 

The court did not hold the law mak- 
ing counties and municipalifie.s liable 
for property destr(wed by mobs uncon- 
stitutional. He held the legislature had 
the right to enact laws to protect both 
persons and property. He held, how- 
ever, that the conviction and punish- 
ment of the offenders should be a bar to 
the recovery of any damage. He 
thought it more logical to invest the 
commissioners with authority to pre- 
vent riots before passing a law making 
the county liable for injuries. 

However, the serious defect lies in 
the wording of the law fixing damages 
absolutely at |500 for slight iiijuries 
and 1^1,000 for serious iniunes inflicted 
by a mob. The court held that two or 
three persons may constitute a mob and 
that the law opened up the way to in- 
numerable damage suits agamst the 
county. Moreover, it placed the dam- 
ages beyond the jurisdustion of a jury, 
and the amount of damages would like- 
ly be altogether out of proportion to 
the injuries inflicted. The law was 
therefore decreed invalid and uncousti- 
tutioudl.

"In the year 1888 a pair of great tits 
buUt a nest in a wooden letter box which 
stood in the road in the viUage of Bow- 
fant, Sussex, into whioh letters, etc., 
were posted and which was cleared 
daily.

Llncoln'a Informality. 

President Lincoln's occadonal un- 
conventionality of manner sometimes 

astonished and perhaps shocked a little 
those who v,erB accustomed to formal 
methods of procedure in all official 
things. It is ou record that Charles 
Sumner, who had very little sense of 
humor, was reallr grieved when, dur- 
ing the darkest aayg of the war, Lin- 
coln suddenly asked bim to try his fa- 
vorite game of "putting up backs." 
Tho recent volume of memoirs of Fran- 
cis W. Bird of Massachusetts borrows a 
narration of the Hon. Peleg W. Chan- 
dler's, relating Mr. Bird's experience iu 
presenting to Mr. Linooln some resoln- 
tious of the Massachusetts legislature 
on the subject of emancipation. 

Arrived in VVa.shiugton, says the 
story, the messenger, by appoiutmeut, 
met the president at 11 o'clock the next 
morning to present tills resolve ot the 
commonwealth of Massaobusetts. The 
chief magistrate sat iu an ariuchair 
while the emissary presented the doc- 
ument with a little speech. The presi- 
dent took the document, slowly unroll- 
ed it, and remarked: 

' 'Well, it isn't loDf enoogb to scare 
a fellow." 

The MassachuseMl oflMal said, as he 
left the room : 

"That is certainly a most extraordi- 
nary person to be president of the Uuit- 
ed States." 

Whatever unfavorable Impression Mr. 
Bird gained of Mr. Idaooln on this oo- 
oasion was modified afterward, and be 
waa an ardent supporter aud admirer 
of him. His biographer remarks that 
the appreoiation of Lincoln as a farsee- 
ing statesman was a matter of slow 
growth. Nearly all the publio men of 
the early days of the war agreed in a 
lower estimate of him than they soon 
came to hold. It has been said that 
probably not one fairly estimated him 
at the beginning of the war.— Youth's 
Companion.

To many thoosands of persons in vari- 
ous partH of the country the signature 
J. H. Beadle ia a familiar one. To 
these the newf that the man whose pen 
has fnmished so rnnoh that has been en- 
tertaining and instmotiTe has passed 
away will bring almost a Konso of per- 
sonal loss, although coniparaiivfly few 
of the readers who were acHiuaiiitt'd witli 
his writings bad any knowled^o of the 
man. Those who admired the author 
will be interested to learn that the man 
was one who was as worthj of their re- 
spect aB hia work was of their commen- 
dation. 

For nearly 30 years his TigOTOOS and 
ready pen described scenes^ incidents 
and conditions in -many states and re- 
corded some phases in the growth of the 
Union which hare been nnnoticed by 
other writers. Business, circumstances 
and ill health, though mainly tlie lat- 
ter, made him a wanderer, but win rever 
he went his comprehensive mind recog- 
nlMd things as they were, and his liter- 
ary skill enabled him to reproduce the 
pi(Anre for his readers. A phenomenal 
memory aided him to array facta which 
interested, a philosophic mind added 
logic which convinced, and a vein of 
droll humor made it possible for him to 
illuminate aad enliren eren the dnlleat 
snb^eota 

While Mr. Beadle's earlier llterarj 

work was done for individual newspa- 
pers and magazines or appeared in book 
form, for the liwt 1 5 years of his life he 
wrote almost constantly for a great 
newspaper syndicate, of which this paper 
is a member. While as a role he wrote 
onr his own name, he contribnted mnch 
0?er the signatiire .7. B. Parke. His 
death, which occurred recently at Rock- 



a remarkablj early age, and bj the time 
he was 7 years old, when most fanners' 

boys have bat barely mastered their let- 
ters, he was among the advanced scbol- 
ars in the district school. Even then his 
memory was considiTed marvelous, and 
at the age of 10 he committed the entire 
New Testament, besides the book of Job 
•nd most of the FMlms. At the age of 
9 he entered the RoekrlUe high school, 
and when he was 12 he had fitted him- 
self for college and was ready to enter 
the University of Michigan at Ann Ar- 
bor. Ill health prevented, however, and 
it was only itfter flre years of farm labor 
that he went, apparently a strong and 
healthy young man, to Ann Arbor. 

In the second year of his coHcp" term 
he broke down ngain and w;nf omiiened 
to give up all tlionKl't^^ "f being gradu- 
ated. At the end of a long illnee>8 he 
made a tour through Illinois, Missouri, 
Iowa and Hiimesota, paying his way by 
farm labor, teaming and selling books. 
Tliis heroic ri-medy so fully restored his 
health that ho returned to college. 

Soon after tlie lireaking nut ('f the 
war ho enlisted as a private iuConii)aii v 
A, Thirty-first Indiana volunteers. Hi 
oirried a musket nutil the terrible hord- 
sliip and exposure to which the Federal 
tn)ei)s wero expos( d while under the 
glim walla of Fort Donclson unfitted 
liiiu for further service, and he came 
out of tha hospital to wear the blue no 
more. 

Daring the next foar years Mr. Beadle 
traveled, tanght school and studied law 

and in 18f!6 was admitted to the bar. 
Fur two years he practiced his prof 
dioii in Evansville, but again started 
oat in search of fleeting healtii. It was 
then that he began his career as a Joar- 
nalist. He had started for California in 
the winter of 18C8, but stopped in Salt 
Lake {'ity and found so uiueli that in- 
t«reHted him among the Mormons that 
he staid there and sent letters to the 
Cincinnati CommerciaL He also became 
the editor of the Salt Lake Beporter, a 
crisp little daily whiok had « abort bat 
eventful existence. 

Mr, Beadle's initial experiences .-m an 
editor were of such an exciting charac- 
ter that it would not have been strange 
had he given ap the profession then and 
there. At that time the Mormon chnroh 
was at the height of its power in Utah, 
and Brighpu Young ruled the territory

ville, Ind., came only after a long ill- 
ness which for niaiiy years had threat- 
ened to terminate his career and which 
he bed more than once warded off only 
after a severe straggle. 

John Hanson Beadle was a log cabin 
product. He was bom March 14, 1840, 
on a farm about two miles from Water- 
man, Wabash county. Ind. His father 
was a Kentuekian who had some (Ger- 
man blood in his veins and his mother 
• Marylander. of English descent 

Although a settler's eon, he lacked the 
rugged frame and the strong oonstltotiou 
which should have been hia Bathe had 
inatead a fluo intellect, which he lost no 
opportunity to develop. In fiu t, as a 
boy he was reckoned as a good di-al of a 
Boholarly BCPdigy. He learned to read at 



with an Iron haiul. Tlv nnxnlerous 
Dauitps were es yet ttnchechcd, and tlie 
gentilo who waa not vileut and sub- 
missive while in Utah was in danger 
every numicnt. 

In this hotbed of fanaticism and 
prejudice Mr. Beadle, with an intrepid 
hardihood that those whoknew his usu- 
ally anaggreasive manner can hardly 
comprehend, established an anti-Mor- 
mon daily and jnoi t cded to jiour the hot 
shot of criticism and denunciation into 
polygamy and its att^'iidaut evils. lu an 
article which he wrote several years 
after for Harper's Monthly he described 
the sitution in his own terse style, as 
follows: 

"We published our little daily pap< r 
in the appex story of a stone baildiug, 



with a Katchwey ready to be thrown 

open at any moment to repel a mob, and 
when the editor went oat at night he 
took the middle of the roadtadlnpt his 
hand on his revolver. " 

One night the mob did come, too, and 
the hatchway failed to stop the infari- 
ated Mormons. The "saints" hated the 
man who had dared to come among 
them and denounce their villainous prac- 
tices, and th( y w( re bent on notliing 
less than murder. Tliat is what it al- 
most amounted to, for Editor Beadle was 
very* roughly handled. In the melee he 
received a wonnd which caumd the loss 
of his left eye, besides being otli< rwi>;e 
injured. The office was wrecked, and 
th(> S alt Lake R* porter SOSpended pub- 
lication indelinitely. 

But Mr. Beadle recovered and soon 
after published his "Life In Utah." 
This is the most complete and valoable 
history of Monuonism which has ever 
been written. In spite of the great 
provocation which the author had to say 
bitter thiJigs about- tlie "saints, " he did 
not, but presented I'.is facts so calmly 
and clearly that the book at once sprung 
into public favor and had an immense 
sale, more than 80, 000 copiea having been 
sold. 

The next iiic'ident in Mr. Beadle's life 
i was of a fai' pleasaiiter nature. It was 
his marriage, on ('liristiiuis day, 1^12, 
to Miss Jennie Cole of Evausville, a 
lady who was for years his ^^mpathetic 
helpmeet and lov^ companion and who 
survives him, as do his three daughters 
and one rod, at present leaideiits of 
Wa.shington. 

In 1875 Mr. Beadle went to New 
York city, where he served aa financial 
reporter for The Daily Graphic and 
wrote for the magazines, but tluee years 
later he returned to Indiana determined 
no longer to be a wandering scrik-, but 
to settle down among his old frii nds. 
He bought the Rockville Tribun*' and 
busied himself, besides doing the work 
of a country editor, with work on sev- 
eral books which he had underway. He 
had already published "The Undevelop- 
ed West" and "Western Wilds and tlie 
Men Who RedeeiiKd Them. " To these 
he added a "History of Parke County, 
Indiana," and in IHb'i he issued an en- 
larged and revised edition of his "Life 
In Utah." 

But he was not content to remain in 
obscurity. Although a modest and re- 
tiring man, he liked to feel that he was 
in the midst of affairs, to witness great 
public events, and so, when in the prime 
of life and at the period of his greatest 
success in the world of letters, he went 
again to New York city to join the staff 
of editors and corrcspondeuts of the 
American Pn'ss Asscx'iation. In that i a- 
jiacity he made an extended tour 
through Canada and Nova Scotia, writ- 
ing letters full of breeey description and 
interesting information. In 1800 he 
made a European tour, and his corre- 
gpondeuce, printed under the title "A 
HoosiiT Abroad," was widely reail and 
greatly appreciated. In later years Mr. 
Beadle was stationed at Washington and 
wrote entertainingly about men and af- 
fairs from the national capitaL

I have been preaching for years that 
it is stupidly academical and pedautic 
tc exclude sach truly inspired jiieres as 
Strauss' waltzes from the programmes 
of our symphony concerts, but against 
Etapidity, as Schiller has remarked, the 
gods themselves fight in vain. A sym- 
phony is considered all riglit though it 
be the veriest trash, but a waltz that is 
a product of pure genius is tabooed un- 
less it is smuggled into a symphony, a<^ 
by Tschaiko^vsky. What makes the sit- 
uation the more peculiar is that pianists 
of the highest caliber never hesitate to 
insert waltzes by Chopin or Strauss on 
their jirofiraiiimes. But, then, piaiiists 
ar(^ their own bossc'; they have no 
academic board of directors. 

The taboo placed on the t^trauss 
waltws by the minor professional mu- 
sicians who regulate orchestral concert 
affairs is seen in its full Llooli d asiuin- 
ity when ^ve boar in mind liow tlie 
' greatest compo.sers of our century liave 
: honored and admired Johauu Strauss. 
To begin with the two antipt 'les, 
{ Brahms wrote on Mme. Strauss' fan the 
' first bars of the "Blue Danube Waltz." 
: with the words, "Not by lirabuis. I re- 
I gret to say." And Richard Wagner 
j wrote in 1803 that "a t^ingle Strauss 
waltz surpasses in charm, refinement 
i and genuine musical value most of the 
; imported and often laboriously manu- 
i f actured products of foreign musicious. ' ' 
, It is often said that Wagner undervalued 
bis contemporaries, but Liszt, Frunzand 
Strauss are decided exceptions. Mos- 
{ kowski relates that once at a dinner 
i Wagner proposed a toast "to all music- 
al geniuses flrom Bach to Johann 
Strauss," and it is known that he often 
plavfd his waltzes at Baireuth with 
more animation than skill. Lis/t's ad- 
miration for Strauss was equally sin- 
cere, and his greatest pupil, Tausig, 
arranged some ol these waltzes for 
plana con amoie.— Henry B. Fink in 
Looker On.

How to Drink Water. ' 

The effects produced by tbe drinking 
of water vary with tbe manner in 

which it is drunk. If, for instance, a 
pint of cold water be swallowed as a 
large draft, or if it hn taken in two 
portions with u short interval between, 
certain definite effects follow — effects 
which differ from those which would 
have resulted from the same quantity 
taken by sipping. 

Sipping is a powerful stimulant to 
the circulation — a thing which ordinary 
drinking is not. During the act of sip- 
ping tbe action of the nerve which 
slows the beats of the heart ia abolish- 
ed, and as a consequence that organ 
contracts mucli more rapidly, the pulse 
beats more quickly and tlie circulatiuu 
iu various parts of tlie tjody is increased. 
In addition to this we also find that the 
pressure under which the bile is se- 
creted is raised by tbe sipping of fluid.
